It’s been no secret tha t the Firebirds o rg a niza ­ 
tio n, during the two y ea rs o f its ex istence, ha s been 
co nsistently in the red.

Tho u sands o f Mo ro ccan secu ­ 
rity fo rces and p o lice p atro lled 
the city . 
Arriv al schedu les o f the v isit­

leaders 
were 
rep eatedly 
changed—p resu mably fo r secu ­ 
rity reaso ns—and Rabat airp o rt 
was clo sed to all o rdinary traf­ 
fic. 
President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser o f Egy p t, King Faisal o f 
Sau di 
Arabia, 
and 
President 
Ho u ari Bo u medienne o f Algeria 
were du e in Rabat early Satu r­ 
day fo r the o p ening o f the fifth 
su mmit co nference o f the Arab 
Leagu e, the first since the Khar­ 
to u m meeting Au gu st 1967 after 
Israel’s v icto ry o v er Egy p t, Jo r­ 
dan and Sy ria in the war o f 
Ju ne, 1967 . 
All the Arab leagu e members 
will be rep resented, altho u gh 
so me—inclu ding Sy ria, Iraq and 
Tu nisia—will no t send chiefs o f 
state** 
U N IF Y FO RCES 
Th<i su mmit was co nv ened “ to 
u nify Arab fo rces fo r the jo int 
stru ggle” against Israel. The 
Arab leaders will also weigh 
their fu tu re relatio nship with 
the Palestine Liberatio n Organi­ 
zatio n led by Yasser Arafat and 
will discu ss ho w to step u p the 
Arab 
p r o p a g a n d a 
effo rt 
thro u gho u t the wo rld. 
Mo st o f the meetings will be 
held behind clo sed do o rs in Ra­ 
bat’s Hilto n Ho tel. 
Co nference so u rces said they 
ex p ected a v igo ro u s backstage 
debate between tho se Arab lead­ 
ers who still believ e a nego tiat­ 
ed settlement with Israel is p o s­ 
sible, and tho se who back Ara­ 
fat’s v iew that fo rce is the o nly 
effectiv e weap o n in their stru g­ 
gle. 
The o u tco me o f this debate is 
likely to determine the Arab na­ 
tio ns’ 
jo int attitu de to fu u re 
p eace mo v es sp o nso red by he 
Big Fo u r p o wers o f the United 
States, Britain, France and the 
So v iet Unio n o r by the United 
Natio ns. 
d e t a i l e d a r r i v a l 
Arafat will take p art in the 
co nference at the head o f a fu ll- 
fledged delegatio n. All details o f 
his arriv al were kep t secret. 
Bigger grants fro m the o il- 
rich Arab natio ns—Sau di Ara­ 
bia, Ku wait, Liby a and Algeria

Gen. Jo hn N. Mitchell 
anno u nced the u nu su al inv esti­ 
gatio n, to be directed by a sev ­ 
en-man team o f to p Ju stice De­ 
p artment lawy ers. He said it is 
necessary to do u se ru mo rs su r­ 
ro u nding the incident. 
The fo cu s will be o n the kill­ 
ing o f Fred Hamp to n. Illino is 
chairman o f the Black 
Pan­ 
thers, and Mark Clark, a p arty 
member, du ring a p o lice raid 
that 
left 
six 
o ther 
p erso ns 
wo u nded. 
PO LICE C R IT IC IZ E D

A neighbo r, William Mo rro w, 
who se ho me was o ne o f the fiv e 
bu rned, said his wife awakened 
and to ld him she smelled smo ke 
and saw a glo w o f fire, His wife 
grabbed their 6-mo nth-o ld baby 
and awakened her mo ther, Mrs 
Clara Ackerman o f Landisbu rg, 
who was v isiting fo r the ho li­ 
day s. Mo rro w ran o u t into the 
aliey and alerted the neighbo rs.

“This is the issu e! We are the 
p arty o f the p eo p le!” 
Sen. Fred R. Harris o f Okla

Gunman W ounds Uganda’s President 


KAMPALA, Uganda (AP) - 
A gu nman sho t President Milto n 
Obo te in the head Friday night 
at a p o litical rally bu t the go v ­ 
ernment said the wo u nd was no t 
serio u s. It said that “a man has 
been arrested with a weap o n " 
The 
44-v ear-o ld 
p 'esident, 
dressed in a red p arty shirt, 
was leav ing the annu al co nv en­ 
tio n 
o f 
his 
ru ling 
Uganda 
Peo p l’s Co ngress 
when 
three 
sho ts rang o u t and he fell to the 
gro u nd. 
An esco rt carried Obo te a few 
step s to his car, and the car 
sp ed to Mu lago ho sp ital. Obo te 
was co nscio u s o n admissio n to 
the ho sp ital, a sp o kesman said. 
Minu tes befo re the sho o ting, 
Obo te had clo sed the co nv entio n 
to the cheers o f mo re than 1,000 
delegates. They had ap p ro v ed a 
new So cialist strategic “ mo v e to 


the left” fo r Uganda and had 
called o n Obo te and his go v ern­ 
ment to take actio n to make 
Uganda a o ne-p arty state. Obo te 
had climbed to the p eak o f p o w­ 
er in recent y ears by iso lating 
and finally dep o sing the list o f 
this east African state’s mo n­ 
archies. 
The attemp ted killing o f Obo te 
came barely two mo nths after 
the assassinatio n o f President 
Abdilrashid Ali Shermarke o f 
So malia and less than six after 
Keny a’s minister fo r eco no mic 
p lanning and dev elo p ment.

About iy2 hours later, .Miss 
Newhouse was dumped out of 
an automobile in nearby Aga­ 
wam. Police said she stumbled 
to a nearby house. 
“ I heard hysterical crying 
outside,” said Mrs. John *Du- 
plessis. “ She had the shiner of 
all time, a very bad black eye.” 


A 
neighbor 
also 
reported 
seeing the abduction. Edward 
Hamilton told, police that a bur­ 
ly man, about 35, jumped from 
a car and grabbed the victim, 
despite her screams. 
Miss Newhouse was returning 
home from work at the Spring­ 
field Union early Friday, police 
said, when her car was forced 
off the road near her home. 
When she stepped from the car, 
she was struck by one of three 
men and abducted. 
Miss Newhouse is the daugh­ 
ter of Donald R. Newhouse, who 
is a cousin of S. I. Newhouse, 


founder of a group that com­ 
prises 22 newspapers, five radio 
and five television stations. 
Agawam Police Chief Kenneth 
Grady told newsmen that simi­ 
lar assaults had been made by 
two men in Springfield on Nov. 
21 and Dec. 4. In both incidents, 


the assailants bumped their vic­ 
tim's car with their own, then 
abducted the victims when they 
left their vehicles to assess the 
damage. 
Miss Newhouse, one of five 
children, works in the Union’s 
composing 
room, 
where she

Hopeful Speculation 
Seen in German Talks 


BONN, 
Germany 
(AP) 
— 
President Gustav Heinemann of 
West Germany replied Friday 
to a message from East Ger­ 
man Communist boss Walter Ul- 
bricht which had sparked specu­ 
lation on a possible change for 
the 'better in the deadlocked 
East-West German scene. 
Both heads of state kept their 
messages secret but the East 
German news agency ADN said 
Ulbridht included a proposal 
that Bonn and East Berlin sign 
an “ interstate agreement.” 
Bonn government spokesman 
Conrad Ahlers dented ¡hopes for 
a possible major breakthrough 
by telling a news conference 
that Ulbricht’s 
message con­ 
tained “ the usual well known 
demands.” 
By this he meant that the 
East Germans repeated their 
demands for full international 
recognition of East Germany. 
“ The question is whether it 
would be useful to negotiate,” 
Ahlers said. He added the Chan­ 
cellor Willy Brandt would touch 
on the subject in his first state 
of the nation address scheduled 
for Jan. 14. 
The recognition demand has 
thwarted all attempts in the 
past ¡to bring the two parts of 
Germany closer together. 
Brandt opened the way to pos­ 
sible improvements when his 
Social Democrats took control 
of the government Oct. 21. His 
policy declaration accepted the 
existence of two German states 
for the first time toy Bonn, and 
pledged efforts for closer East- 
West German ties. But it cate­ 
gorically refused international 
recognition of the Soviet-backed 
government in East Berlin. 
Ulbricht’s letter was delivered 
here Thursday only about 14 
hours after East Germany’s 
Volkskamme 
(parliament) 
parsed a resolution empowering 
him to take measures to im­ 
prove the relations on the basis 
of equality and peaceful co-ex­ 
istence. 
Asked to describe the atmos­ 
phere between Bonn and East 
Berlin following the exchange, 
Ahlers said: “ I can see no rea­ 
son whatsoever to say the at­ 
mosphere has changed." 
He said Bonn’s main allies, 


the United States, Britain and 
France, have been fully in­ 
formed on the Ulbricht initiative 
and consulted on formulations 
of Heinemann’s reply. 
The three allies and the Soviet 
Union retain responsibility for 
the rule of Germany under 
agreements 
stemming 
from 
their defeat of Germany in 
World War II.

13 U.S. Servicemen 
Injured in Protests 


IZMIR, Turkey (AP) - Thir­ 
teen U.S. servicemen were in­ 
jured and 31 demonstrators tak­ 
en into custody Friday as mili­ 
tant students protested the ar­ 
rival of five ships of the U.S. 6th 
Fleet. 
None of the injuries was seri­ 
ous, hospital authorities said. 
Police said the Americans, all 
locally based Air Force and 
Navy personnel, were attacked 
in scattered incidents through­ 
out the city, which included the 
stoning of a number of Ameri­ 
can cars. 
The 2,000 sailors of the ships 
—the guided missile cruiser Co 
lumbus; the destroyers J. P 
Kennedy, Basilone and Warring­ 
ton and the destroyer escort 
Spangler—started disembarking 
for shore leave Friday night un­ 
der tight security precautions. 
The landing area was ringed 
by scores of Turkish riot police 
but no violent incidents were re­ 
ported there. 
The visit is the 6th Fleet’s 
first to a Turkish port since a 
bloody incident last February 
when four persons died and 
more than 100 were injured in 
riots touched off by a task force; 
visit to Istanbul. 
Radical students, denouncing 
the 6th Fleet as the “ watchdog 
of American imperialism,” plan 
a protest rally for Saturday, and 
about 5,000 have arrived for it. 
Leftist students also boycotted 
university 
classes 
throughout 
the country Friday. 
Officials of the government, 
which has kept this Atlantic Al­ 
liance nation on a strongly pro- 
Western course, said all neces­ 
sary measures will be under­ 
taken to avert violence. 
The task force visit has been 
officially described as part of a 
good will tour.

T here’s a paragraph marked 
“ Important” on the back of the 
dust jacket. It says that this 
is a “ deep” psychological test, 
developed 
for

psychiatrists, psychologists and 
physicians and is not a parlor 
game and most emphatically 
not 
to 
be 
used 
in 
one- 
upmanship. With the book on 
the 
market 
shortly 
before 
Christmas, 
we 
assume 
the 
publisher hopes that it will be 
used as a parlor game, but not 
I taken so seriously 
that the 
people in the parlor are prac­ 
ticing 
medicine 
without 
a 
license. 
T aking the test Is easy. T he 
book includes a packet of eight 
pieces of paper, each a different 
color. You arrange them in the 
order in which they appeal to 
you and look in a set of tables 
to see what your arranging 
order means. Further chapters 
i give you slightly more com­ 
plicated instructions if you want 
to delve further. 
I 
T he 
test 
doesn’t 
tell you 
whether you’re introverted or 
extroverted, 
as 
you 
might 
suppose. It tells, instead, such 
¡things as what stresses you are 


j under and what desires you 
¡have, such as a desire for 
recognition. 
People who like to poke into 
their psyches will love the book. 
But you could doubtless hurt 
yourself or hurt others with this 
“ little learning.” 
A number of 
European psychiatrists use the 
full test — of 73 colors. How 
accurate is the eight-color test? 
We really don’t know, but we 
couldn’t resist poking into our 
own psyche with it and the 
results

uncannily 
ac­ 
curate.
